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A BY-LAW 

To  regulate  and  define  the  duties  of  Fence  Viewers,  and 
the  construction  of  Boundary  Fences,  in  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  District  of  Surrey. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  tliat  provision  shall  be 
made  to  regulate  and  define  the  duties  of  Fence 
\ iewers  and  the  construction  of  Line  or  Boundary 
Fences : 

therefore,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey  as  follows: 
_ 1.  Aliy  person  duly  appointed  to  the  office  of  a fence 
viewer  in  the  aforesaid  Corporation  of  the  District  of 
Surrey  shall  be  guided  in  his  official  capacity  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  regulating  Boundary  Fences  and 
Water-courses  (1870)  and  amendments  thereto. 

2.  In  respect  to  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  boundary  or  line  fences,  owners  of  adjoining  lands 
shall  make,  keep  up,  and  repair  a just  portion  of  the 
fence  which  marks  the  boundary  between  them,  or  if 
there  is  no  fence,  they  shall  so  make,  keep  up,  and 
repair  the  same  proportion  which  is  to  make  of  such 
boundary  ; and  when  it  is  in  the  interest  of  owners  of 
adjoining  lands  to  open  a ditch  or  water-course  for  the 
purpose  of  letting  off  surplus  water  from  swamps  and 
low,  miry  lands,  in  order  to  enable  the  owners  or  occu- 
piers thereof  to  cultivate  or  improve  the  same,  such 
parties  shall  open  a just  and  fair  proportion  of  such 
ditch  or  water-course,  according  to  their  several 
interests. 

3.  In  case  of  a dispute  between  owners  respecting 
such  proportions,  the  proceedings  to  be  adopted  shall 
be  as  provided  in  Sections  4,  5,  0,  7,  8,  9,  10  of  the 
Act  respecting  Boundary  Fences  and  Water- courses, 
IS7C.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL  IN 
COUNCIL. 

ON  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  concurred  in  by  the 
Honourable  the  Minister  of  Justice,  and  under  the 
provisions  of  the  4th  sub-section  of  the  lltli  section  of 
the  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada,  held  in  the  47th  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  Reign, 
chaptered  C and  intituled  “An  Act  respecting  the 
Vancouver  Island  Railway,  the  Esquimalt  Graving 
Hock  and  certain  Railway  lands  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  granted  to  the  Dominion.” — 

11  is  Excellency,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Queen’s  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  has  been  pleased  to 
order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  following 
Regulations  for  the  survey,  administration  and  dispos- 
al of  Dominion  lands  within  the  Railway  Belt  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  approved  and  adopted.

REGULATIONS 

Eor  the  disposal  of  Dominion  Lands  within  the  Rail- 
way belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

Prelimina  ry  Interpreted  ion. 

1.  These  Regulations  shall  apply  exclusively  to  the 
public  lands  of  the  Dominion,  within  what  is  known 
as  the  Railway  Belt,  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia, which  lands  shall  be  styled  and  known  as  Domin- 
ion Lands ; and  the  following  terms  and  expressions 
therein  shall  be  held  to  have  the  meaning  hereinafter 
assigned  them,  unless  such  meaning  be  repugnant  to 
the  subject  or  inconsistent  with  the  context;  that  is  to 
say : — 

2.  The  term  Minister  of  the  Interior  means  the  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior  of  Canada; 

3.  The  term  Surveyor-Oenerul  means  the  officer  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  hearing  that  designa- 
tion, or  the  chief  clerk  performing  his  duties  for  the 
time  being ; 

4.  rl  he  term  Agent  or  Officer  means  any  person  or 
officer  employed  in  connection  with  the  administration 
and  management,  sale,  or  settlement  of  Dominion 
lands ; and  the  term  Load  Agent  means  the  agent  for 
Dominion  lands  employed  as  aforesaid,  with  respect  to 
the  lands  in  question ; and  the  term  L anti  Office  means 
the  office  of  any  such  agent ; 

■ >.  The  term  Dominion  Lund  Surveyor  means  a sur- 
veyor duly  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Do- 
minion Lands  Act,  1883,  to  survey  Dominion  lands; 

(i.  I he  term  Crown  Timber  Agent  means  the  local 
officer  appointed  to  collect  dues  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  such  officer,  in  re- 
spect to  the  timber  on  Dominion  lands; 

7.  I he  term  Clause  means  a section  of  these  Regula- 
tions distinguished  by  a separate  number;  and  the 
term  Sub-Clause  means  a subdivision  of  any  clause 
distinguished  by  a separate  number  or  letter,  in  small- 
er type. 

8.  1 he  term  Canada  (lazctte  means  the  official  Ga- 
zette of  the  Government,  published  at  Ottawa; 

ff.  1 he  term  British  Columbia  (lazctte  means  the 
official  Gazette  of  the  Government  of  British  Columbia, 
published  at  Victoria. 

Department  of  the  Interior. 

2.  The  Department  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interio1' 
shall  be  charged  with  the.  administration  and  manage" 
ment  of  the  Dominion  lands; 

Such  administration  and  management  shall  he 
effected  thiough  a branch  of  the  said  Department,  to 
he  known  and  designated  as  “ The  Dominion  Lands 
Office." 

3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  an  officer 
to  he  styled  “The  Commissioner  of  Dominion  Lands” 
and  an  officer  to  he  styled  “The  Inspector  of  Domin- 


ion Lands  Agencies,”  and  such  officers  shall  respec- 
tively have  the  powers,  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  these  Regulations  and  perform  the  duties 
that  may  be,  from  time  to  time,  conferred  upon  and 
assigned  to  them  by  Order  of  the  Governor  in  Council; 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  also  establish  a “Domin- 
ion Lands  Board”  to  investigate  and  settle  all  disputed 
questions  arising  out  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
Commissioner  of  Dominion  Lands  and  the  Inspector  of 
Dominion  lands  agencies,  and  all  matters  connected 
with  the  administration  of  the  Dominion  lands  system 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia ; and  such  Domin- 
ion Lands  Board  shall  be  composed  of  such  persons, 
and  shall  have  such  powers  and  authority,  not  incon- 
sistent with  these  Regulations,  and  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  he  prescribed  by 
Order  of  the  Governor  in  Council ; 

4.  Copies  of  any  records,  documents,  plans,  books, 
or  papers  belonging  to,  or  deposited  in,  the  Dominion 
lands  office,  attested  under  the  signature  of  the  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior  or  of  the  Surveyor-General,  or  any 
chief  clerk  or  officer  authorized  thereto,  and  of  plans 
or  documents  in  any  Dominion  lands  or  surveys  office 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  attested  under 
the  signature  of  the  agent  or  inspector  of  surveys,  or 
other  officer  in  charge  of  such  office,  shall  be  competent 
evidence  in  all  cases  in  which  the  original  records, 
documents,  books,  plans  or  papers  would  be  evidence ; 
and  lithographed  or  other  copies  of  maps  or  plans  pur- 
porting to  be  issued  or  published  by  the  “ Dominion 
Lands  Office  ” of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and 
to  have  a lithographed  or  copied  signature  of  the  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior  or  of  the  Surveyor-General  there- 
to attached,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  and  pro- 
ceedings as  prima  facie  evidence  of  tlie  originals  and 
of  the  contents  thereof ; 

5.  No  person  employed  in  or  under  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  including  the  Geological  Survey 
Branch  thereof,  shall  purchase  or  take  security  upon 
any  Dominion  or  other  lands  except  under  authority 
of  an  Order  in  Council,  or  act  as  agent  of  any  other 
person  in  such  behalf ; nor  shall  any  person  so  employ- 
ed disclose  to  any  person,  except  his  superior  officer, 
any  discovery  made  by  him  or  by  any  other  officer 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  nor  any  other  infor- 
mation in  his  possession  in  relation  to  Dominion  lands, 
until  such  discovery  or  information  has  been  reported 
to  tbe  Minister  of  the  Interior,  and  liis  permission  for 
such  disclosure  has  been  obtained. 

Dorn  in  ion  Lands — Townships. 

3.  The  Dominion  lands  in  British  Columbia  shall  be 
laid  off,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  quadrilateral  town- 
ships, eacli  containing  thirty-six  sections  of  as  nearly 
one  mile  square  as  the  convergence  of  meridians  per- 
mits. 

2.  Tlie  sections  shall  be  bounded  and  numbered  as 
shown  by  the  following  diagram : — 
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4.  The  lines  hounding  townships  on  the  east  and 
west  sides  shall  be  meridians;  and  those  on  tlie  north 
and  south  sides  shall  lie  chords  to  parallels  of  latitude. 

5.  Each  section  shall  he  divided  into  quarter  sec- 
tions of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  more  or  less, 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  made. 

6.  In  the  survey  of  a township,  the  deficiency  or 
surplus  resulting  from  convergence  of  meridians  shall 
he  allowed  in  the  range  of  quarter  sections  adjoining 
the  west  boundary  of  the  township,  and  the  north  and 
south  error  in  closing  on  the  correction  lines  from  the 
north  or  south  shall  he  allowed  in  the  ranges  of  quar- 
ter sections  adjoining,  and  north  or  south  respectively 
of  the  said  correction  lines:  Provided,  that  such  deti- 
cienoy  or  surplus,  and  such  north  and  south  error,  or 
either  of  them,  may,  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  he 
ordered  to  he  equally  distributed  among  all  the  quar 
ter  sections  involved. 

7.  The  dimensions  and  area  of  irregular  quarter  sec- 
tions shall,  in  all  cases,  he  returned  by  the  surveyor  at 
their  actual  measurements  and  contents. 
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•2.  The  area  of  any  legal  sulxli vision,  us  above  set 
forth,  shall,  in  hitters  patent,  he  held  to  bo  more  or 
loss,  and  shall  in  each  case  be  represented  by  the  exact 
quantity  as  given  to  such  subdivision  in  the  original 
survey. 

Ordinary  Sab  of  Lands. 

9.  Dominion  lands,  as  the  surveys  thereof  are  duly 
made  and  confirmed,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  herein- 
after provided,  be  open  for  homesteading  and  purchase 
at  such  prices  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Governor  ii. 
Council:  Provided,  that  no  purchase  shall  be  permit 
te.l  at  a less  price  than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  pci’ 
acre:  Provided  also,  that  except  in  special  cases  where 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  no  sale 
to  one  person  shall  exceed  a section,  or  six  hundred 
and  forty  acres  ; 

And  provided  also,  that  whenever  so  ordered  by  tin; 
Minister,  such  unoccupied  lands  as  may  be  deemed  by 
him  expedient,  from  time  to  time,  may  be  withdrawn 
from  ordinary  sale  and  settlement,  and  sold  at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder — an  upset  price  being 
fixed  for  the  same. 

*2.  Provided  further,  that  any  legal  subdivision  or 
other  portion  of  Dominion  lands  which  may  be  deemed 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  of  special  value,  may 
be  reserved  from  ordinary  sale  and  be  disposed  of  in 
such  manner  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  on  the  report  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Town  Plots,  <0c. 

10.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall  have  power 
to  withdraw  from  sale  or  homestead  entry  any  tract 
or  tracts  of  land,  and  to  lay  the  same  out  into  town 
or  village  lots,  the  lots  so  laid  out  to  be  sold,  either  by 
private  sale  and  for  such  price  as  he  may  see  fit,  or  at 
public  auction,  an  upset  price  being  fixed  for  the  same. 

11.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  set  apart  and  ap- 
propriate such  Dominion  lands  as  he  may  deem  expe- 
dient, for  the  sites  of  market  places,  gaols,  court 
houses,  places  of  public  worship,  burying  grounds, 
schools,  benevolent  institutions,  squares,  and  for  other 
like  public  purposes,  and  at  any  time  before  the  issue 
of  letters  patent  therefor  may  alter  or  revoke  such  ap- 
propriation, as  he  deems  expedient;  and  he  may  make 
free  grants  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  of  the  lands  so 
appropriated — the  trusts  and  uses  to  which  they  are 
to  be  subject  being  expressed  in  the  letters  patent. 

12.  The  provisions  of  clauses  numbered  thirteen  to 
twenty-four  of  these  Regulations,  both  inclusive,  shall 
not  apply  to  lands  settled  upon  after  the  first  day  of 
July  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

Homestead  Rights. 

13.  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  the  sole 
head  of  a family,  or  any  male  who  has  attained  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  shall,  on  making  application  in 
the  Form  A in  the  Schedule  to  these  Regulations,  be 
entitled  to  obtain  homestead  entry  for  any  quantity  of 
land  not  exceeding  one  quarter  section,  and  being  of 
the  class  of  land  open  under  the  provisions  of  these 
Regulations,  to  homestead  entry  : 

(2.)  The  entry  for  homestead  shall  entitle  the 
recipient  to  take,  occupy  and  cultivate  the  land  entered 
for,  and  hold  possession  of  the  same  to  the  exclusion 
of  any  other  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  and  to 
bring  and  maintain  actions  for  trespass  committed  on 
the  said  land  ; the  title  to  the  land  shall  remain  in 
the  Crown  until  the  issue  of  the  patent  therefor,  and 
the  said  land  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  taken  in  execu- 
tion before  the  issue  of  patent: 

(3.)  The  privilege  of  homestead  entry  shall  only 
apply  to  surveyed  agricultural  lands;  no  person  shail 
be  entitled  to  such  entry  for  land  valuable  for  its 
timber,  or  for  hay  land,  or  for  land  on  which  there  is 
a stone  or  marble  quarry,  or  coal  or  other  mineral 


having  commercial  value,  or  whereon  there  is  any 
water  | lower  which  may  nerve  to  drive  machinery,  or 
tor  land  \\  hich  by  reason  of  its  posit  ion,  mu  ll  as  being 
t he  shore  of  an  important  harbour,  bridge  site  or  canal 
site,  or  being  either  an  actual  or  prospective  railway 
terminus  or  station,  it  will  be  in  the  public  interests 
to  withhold  from  such  entry. 

14.  Whenever  the  survey  of  any  township  has  been 
finally  confirun  d and  such  township  opened  for  home- 
stead entry,  any  person  who  has  bona  fidr  rcttled 
and  made  improvements  before  such  confirmed  survey 
on  land  in  such  township,  shall  have  a prior  right  to 
obtain  homestead  entry  for  the  land  so  se  ttled  on, 
provided  such  right  be  exercised  within  three  months 
after  the  land  is  opened  for  settlement;  and  providi  d 
that  such  land  has  not  been  reserved  or  the  right  to 
homestead  entry  is  not  except  d under  the  provisions 
of  these  Regulations:  no  homestead  entry  shall  be 
granted  to  any  other  person  in  respect  of  such  land 
until  three  months  after  notice  in  writing  shall  have 
been  given  by  the  local  agent  to  such  bonujide  settler 
that  such  land  is  open  for  settlement. 

15.  The  person  who  shall  have  first  bona  fi.de  settled 
and  made  improvements  on  Dominion  lands  before 
such  confirmed  survey  as  aforesaid,  may  stake  out  the 
land  so  settled  upon  in  the  following  manner:  It.  shall 
be  in  the  form  of  a square,  and  its  area  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  Its  boundaries 
shall  be  north  and  south,  east  and  west  linos.  At  each 
angl  ■ a pout  at  least  four  inches  square  and  standing 
four  feet  above  the  ground,  shall  be  planted  and 
plainly  marked  with  scribing  iron  or  knife  to  designate 
the  angle  of  the  claim  and  shall  also  have  in  the  same 
manner  the  name  of  claimant  marked  thereon.  Re- 
tween the  posts  at  the  angles,  if  in  tirub  r,  a line 
shall  be  well  cut  out  and  marked.  He  shall  also, 
with  his  application  to  the  Local  Agent  accompanied 
with  a fee  of  ten  dollars,  furnish  an  intelligible  sketch, 
showing  the  nature  and  shape  of  the  claim,  the  timber, 
if  any  thereon;  also  all  streams,  roads,  hay  lands, 
water  powers,  quarries,  &e.,  and  if  it  shall  afterwards 
be  found  that  the  applicant  has  suppressed  any  infor- 
mation in  said  sketch,  the  right  of  claimant  shall  be 
voided  in  every  respect,  and  after  the  land  shall  have 
been  so  staked  out  he  shall,  in  addition  to  t t • prior 
right  of  obtaining  homestead  entry  granted  ) y the 
last  preceding  section,  be  entitled,  if  he  shall  1 ave 
continuously  resided  on  such  land,  to  bring  tuch 
actions  of  trespass  and  ejectment  as  he  would  be  en- 
titled to  bring  were  he  the  owner  in  fee  of  the  same 
land:  Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  these  Regula- 
tions contained  shall  give,  or  be  construed  to  give, 
any  such  person  any  rights  whatever  against  the 
Crown. 

16.  To  obtain  homestead  entry  it  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  person  applying  therefor  to  appear  and  make 
affidavit  before  the  Local  Agent  according  to  Form  R. 

C or  D,  in  the  Schedule  to  these  regulations,  as  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  require.  Upon  filing  such 
affidavit  with  the  Local  Agent,  and  on  payment  to 
him  of  an  office  fee  of  ten  dollars,  such  person  shall 
receive  a receipt  from  the  Local  Agent  according 
to  the  Form  F in  the  Schedule  to  these  regulations; 
and  such  receipt  shall  be  a certificate  of  entry,  and 
shall  be  authority  to  the  person  obtaining  it  to  go  into 
possession  of  the  land  described  in  it ; 

(2.)  Provided,  that  in  case  of  intending  immigrants 
or  other  persons  proposing  to  settle  together,  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  or  the  Land  Board,  on  requi- 
sition signed  by  them,  may  authorize  any  person  they 
name  to  obtain  homestead  entries  for  them,  before 
their  arrival  in  the  territory  in  which  the  land  they 
desire  to  occupy  is  situate  ; 

(3.)  The  person  so  authorized  shall,  to  obtain  such 
entries,  make  application  in  the  Form  G in  the 
Schedule  to  these  regulations,  on  b,  half  of  each  of 
those  whom  he  represents,  and  shall  make  affidavit 
before  the  Local  Agent  according  to  Form  11,  J or  K, 
in  the  Schedule  to  these  regulations,  as  the  circum- 
stances require,  and  pay  for  each  homestead  entry  the 
office  fee  of  ten  dollars  hereinbefore  prescribed  for 
such  entry ; 

(4.)  Persons  occupying  land  owned  by  them  may 
obtain  homestead  entry  ior  any  contiguous  land  open 
to  the  same  ; but  the  whole  extent  of  land,  including 
that  previously  owned  and  occupied,  must  not  exceed 
one  quarter  section  ; 

(5. ) A person  applying  for  such  entry  for  contiguous 
land  must,  when  making  the  affidavit  prescribed  for 
homestead  entry,  also  describe  therein  the  tract  he 
owns  and  lives  upon;  and  his  residence  upon  and  culti- 
vation of  the  whole  shall  thereafter  be  of  the  kind  and 
for  the  term  required  by  the  provisions  of  these  regu- 
latioi  s,  in  the  case  of  ordinary  homestead  entry,  be- 
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fore  he  shall  he  entitled  to  patent  for  the  part  so 
entered  for:  Provided,  that  such  residence  and  culti- 
vation may  be  upon  and  of  either  the  land  originally 
occupied  by  him  or  that  for  which  homestead  entry 
has  been  obtained,  or  both. 

17.  In  case  a dispute  arises  between  persons  claim- 
ing the  right  to  homestead  entry  for  the  same  land, 
the  Local  Agent,  or  any  person  thereto  authorized  by 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  shall  make  investigation 
and  obtain  evidence  respecting  the  facts  ; and  his 
report  thereon,  together  with  the  evidence  taken, 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  for 
decision  or  to  the  Dominion  Lands  Board,  Commis- 
sioner of  Dominion  Lands,  or  such  parson  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  to  consider  and 
decide  in  cases  of  such  disputes ; 

(2  ) Provided,  that  when  two  or  more  persons  have 
settled  upon  and  seek  to  obtain  homestead  entry  for 
the  same  land,  the  one  who  settled  first  thereon  and 
has  continued  to  reside  upon  and  cultivate  the  land 
for  which  homestead  entry  is  sought  shall  be  entitled 
to  such  entry  if  the  land  be  of  the  class  open  to  home- 
stead entry,  and  if  it  be  not  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  otherwise  inexpedient,  in  the 
public  interest,  to  entertain  any  application  therefor; 

(3.)  Provided  further,  that  where  contending  par- 
ties have  valuable  improvements  on  the  lands  in  dis- 
pute, the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  if  the  application 
to  acquire  the  land  by  homestead  entry  is  entertained 
by  him,  may  order  a division  thereof  in  such  manner 
as  shall  preserve  to  each  of  them  as  far  as  practicable, 
his  improvements;  and  the  Minister  may,  at  Lis  dis- 
cretion, direct  that  what  the  land  so  allotted  to  each  of 
them  may  be  deficient  of  a quarter  section  shall  be 
made  up  from  unoccupied  land  adjoining,  if  there  be 
any  such  of  the  class  open  to  homestead  entry. 

18.  Any  person  who  has  obtained  a homestead 
entry  shall  be  allowed  a period  of  six  months  from  its 
date  within  which  to  perfect  the  entry,  by  taking,  in 
his  own  person,  possession  of  the  land  and  beginning 
continuous  residence  thereon  and  cultivation  thereof; 
and  if  the  entry  be  not  perfected  within  that  period, 
it  shall  be  void,  and  the  land  shall  be  open  to  entry 
by  another  person,  or  to  other  disposition  under  these 
regulations,  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

(2. ) Provided  further,  that  in  the  case  of  immigrants 
from  elsewhere  than  the  North  American  continent, 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  extend  the  time  for  the 
perfecting  of  entry,  to  twelve  months  from  the  date 
thereof. 

19.  In  case  a certain  number  of  homestead  settlers, 
embracing  not  less  than  twenty  families,  with  a view 
to  greater  convenience  in  the  establishment  of  schools 
and  churches,  and  to  the  attainment  of  social  advan- 
tages of  like  character,  ask  to  be  allowed  to  settle 
together  in  a hamlet  or  village,  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  may,  in  his  discretion,  vary  or  dispense  with 
the  foregoing  requirements  as  to  residence  but  not  as 
to  the  cultivation  of  each  separate  quarter  section 
entered  as  a homestead. 

20.  At  the  expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date 

of  his  perfecting  his  homestead  entry,  the  settler,  or 
in  case  of  his  death,  his  legal  representatives,  upon 
proving  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Agent  that  he, 
or  they,  or  some  of  them,  have  resided  upon  and  cul- 
tivated the  land  during  the  said  term  of  three  years, 
shall  lie  entitled  to  a patent  for  the  land,  provided 
such  proof  is  accepted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Domin- 
ion Lands,  or  the  Land  Board,  and  on  payment  of 
one  dollar  per  acre  for  the  land:  Provided  also,  that 

the  patent  tli  refor  shall  not  issue  to  any  person  not 
then  a subject  of  Her  .Majesty  by  birth  or  naturaliza- 
tion. 

(2. ) Provided,  that  in  the  case  of  a settler  who  may 
have  obtained  homestead  entry  for  land  occupied  by 
him  previous  to  survey  thereof,  in  manner  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  residence  upon  and  cultivation  of  the  land 
for  the  three  years  next  preceding  the  application  for 
patent  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  the  issue  of  patent, 
be  held  equivalent  to  that  prescribed  in  the  foregoing 
clause,  if  such  residence  and  cultivation  be  otherwise 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations; 

(3.)  Any  person  proving  that  he  has  resided  on  the 
land  for  which  he  has  homestead  entry  for  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  his  perfecting  his  entry 
therefor,  and  that  he  has  brought  under  cultivation  at 
least  thirty  acres  thereof,  may,  before  the  expiration 
of  the  three  years  defined  in  sub-clause  two  of  this 

clause,  obtain  a patent  by  paying  two  dollars  and  fifty  must  be  satisfied  before  a patent  or  certificate  for 

cents  per  acre  for  the  land ; patent  shall  issue  for  the  land  : Provided  as  follows: 

(a.)  That  the  sum  or  sums  charged  for 


sided  therein  for  not  less  than  three  months  next 
prior  to  the  date  of  his  application  for  his  patent 
that  for  the  period  between  the  time  within  which, 
by  clause  eighteen  of  these  regulations,  it  is  provided 
that  a homesteader  shall  perfect  his  entry,  and  the 
commencement  of  his  said  three  months  residence 
upon  his  homestead,  he  has  been  bona  fide  resident 
within  a radius  of  two  miles  from  his  homestead 
quarter  section ; that  within  the  first  year  after  the 
date  of  his  homestead  entry  he  had  broken  and  pre 
pared  for  crop  not  less  than  ten  acres  of  his  home ' 
stead  quarter  section  ; that  within  the  second  year  he 
had  cropped  the  said  ten  acres  and  broken  and  pre 
pared  for  crop  not  less  than  fifteen  acres  additional — 
making  not  less  than  twenty-five  acres;  and  that 
within  the  third  year  after  the  date  of  his  homestead 
entry,  he  had  cropped  the  said  twenty-five  acres  and 
broken  and  prepared  for  crop  not  less  than  fifteen 
acres  additional,  making  in  all  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  acres  of  the  said  homestead  cropped,  and  fifteen 
acres  additional  thereof  broken  and  prepared  for 
crop,  within  three  years  of  the  date  of  perfecting  his 
homestead  entry;  and  the  residence  described  in  this 
sub-clause  shall  be  sufficiently  fulfilled  if  the  appli- 
cant has  not  been  absent  from  his  residence  for  more 
than  six  months  in  any  one  year; 

(5.)  Proof  of  the  residence,  erection  of  a habitable 
house  and  cultivation  required  by  this  clause,  shall  be 
made  by  the  claimant  by  affidavit  and  shall  be  cor- 
roborated by  the  evidence  on  oath  of  two  disinterested 
witnesses,  resident  in  the  vicinity  of  the  land  affected 
by  their  evidence,  and  accepted  as  sufficient  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Dominion  Lands  or  the  Land  Board ; 
such  affidavit  shall  be  sworn  and  such  testimony  given 
before  the  Local  Agent  or  some  other  person  named 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

21.  In  case  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  that  a settler  has  not  resided 
upon  and  cultivated  his  homestead,  except  as  herein 
provided,  for  at  least  six  months  in  any  one  year-,  the 
right  to  the  land  shall  be  forfeited  and  the  entry 
therefor  shall  be  cancelled : and  the  settler  so  for- 
feiting his  entry  shall  not  be  eligible  to  obtain  another 
entry,  except  in  special  cases,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
M inister  of  the  Interior: 

(2. ) Provided  that  in  the  case  of  illness,  vouched 
for  by  sufficient  evidence,  or  in  the  cases  of  immi- 
grants requiring  to  return  to  their  native  land  to  bring 
out  their  families  to  their  homesteads,  or  in  other 
special  cases,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  in  his 
discretion,  grant  an  extension  of  time,  during  which  a 
settler  may  be  absent  from  his  homestead  without 
prejudice  to  his  right  therein  ; but  the  time  so  granted 
shall  not  count  as  residence. 

22.  A homestead,  the  entry  of  which  has  been 
cancelled,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  be 
held  for  sale  of  the  land  with  the  improvements,  if 
any — or  of  the  improvements  only  in  connection  with 
homestead  entry  thereof — to  another  person. 

23.  Any  assignment  or  transfer  of  homestead  right 
or  any  part  Thereof,  and  any  agreement  to  assign  or 
transfer  any  homestead  right,  or  any  part  thereof, 
after  patent,  which  shall  have  been  obtained,  made  or 

nt  _'.r,.d  into  before  the  issue  of  the  patent,  shall  be 
null  and  void ; and  the  person  so  assigning  or  trans 
ferring  or  making  an  agreement  to  assign  or  transfer 
shall  forfeit  his  homestead  right  and  shall  not  be  per- 
mitted to  make  another  homestead  entry:  Provided, 

that  a person  whose  homestead  may  have  been  recom- 
mended for  patent  by  the  Local  Agent  and  who  has 
received  from  such  Agent  a certificate  to  that  effect  in 
the  Form  L,  in  the  Schedule  to  these  regulations, 
countersigned  by  the  Commissioner  of  Dominion 
Lands,  may  legally  dispose  of  and  convey,  assign  or 
transfer  his  right  and  title  therein. 

24.  If  any  person  or  persons  thereunto  authorized 
by  th  : Minister  of  the  Interior,  place  immigrants  as 
settlers  on  homestead  lands,  free  of  expense  to  the 
Government,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  order  that 
the  expenses  or  any  part  thereof,  incurred  by  such 
person  or  persons  for  the  passage  money  or  subsistence 
in  bringing  out  an  immigrant,  or  for  aid  in  erecting 
buildings  on  his  homestead,  or  in  providing  horses, 
cattle,  farm  implements  or  seed  grain  for  him,  may, 
if  so  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  be  made  a charge 
upon  the  homestead  of  such  immigrant : and  in  such 
case  the  claim  for  expenses  incurred  on  behalf  of  such 
immigrant,  as  above,  together  with  interest  thereon. 


(4.)  In  addition  to  the  cases  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
any  person  claiming  a patent  for  a homestead  shall  be 
entitled  thereto  on  proving  that  he  has  erected  upon 
is  homestead  a habitable  house  and  has  bona  fide  re-

money  and  subsistence  of  such  immigrant  shall  not  be 
in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  same,  as  proved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior; 
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(U)  That  an  acknowledgment  l>y  such  immigrant  of 
tho  debt  80  incurred  slmll  liuve  linen  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Local  Agent; 

(<•)  That  in  no  ease  shall  the  charge  against  Hitch 
homestead  for  principal  moneys  advanced  exceed  in 
amount  the  sum  of  live  hundred  dollars; 

(il)  That  no  greater  rate  of  interest  than  six  per 
cent,  per  annum  shall  lie  charged  on  the  debt  so  in- 
curred hy  such  immigrant ; 

If  an  immigrant  to  whom  an  advance  has  been 
made,  as  in  this  clause  pro\  ided,  and  hy  whom  or  for 
whom  a homestead  entry,  has  been  obtain  d,  forfeits 
such  entry  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations, 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may,  in  his  discretion, 
treat  the  person  by  whom  such  advance  was  made  as 
if  he  were  the  person  who  had  obtained  such  entry, 
or  his  legal  representatives,  and  as  if,  up  to  the  time 
of  his  being  so  treated,  no  forfeiture  of  the  entry  had 
taken  place;  and  if,  under  like  circumstances,  the 
immigrant  hy  or  for  whom  a homestead  entry  I as 
been  obtained,  has  acquired  a right  to  receivea  patent 
for  the  land  forming  the  subject  of  such  entry  after 
thru  ■ years’  residence,  and  dees  not  apply  for  the  issue 
of  the  same,  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  the  ad- 
vance was  made  may  obtain  such  patent  or  certificate 
for  patent  in  the  name  of  the  person  so  entitled  to 
obtain  the  same,  or  of  his  legal  representatives,  and 
thereupon  the  advance  made  shall  be  a statutory 
mortgage  on  such  homestead. 

Grazing  Land*. 

25.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to 
time  grant  leases  of  unoccupied  Dominion  Lands  for 
grazing  purposes  to  any  person  or  persons,  for  such 
term  of  years  and  at  such  rent  in  each  case,  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient;  and  every  such  lease  shall  contain 
a condition  by  which  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
authorize  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  the  lease,  to  give  the  lessee  notice 
of  cancellation  thereof  ; and  at  tho  end  of  two  years 
from  the  service  of  such  notice,  such  lease  shall  cease 
and  determine. 

Minin'/  and  Mining  Land*. 

28.  Lands  containing  coal  or  other  minerals,  whe- 
ther in  surveyed  or  unsurveyed  territory,  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations  respect- 
ing sale  or  homestead  entry,  but  shall  be  disposed  of 
in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  by  Regulations  to  be  made  in  that  behalf. 

27.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  no  grant  from  the 
Crown  of  lands  in  freehold,  or  for  any  less  estate  has 
operated  or  will  operate  as  a conveyance  of  the  miner- 
als therein,  unless  the  same  are  expressly  conveyed  in 
such  grant. 

Water. 

28.  Every  person  lawfully  entitled  to  hold  land 
under  these  Regulations,  and  lawfully  occupying  and 
bona  fide  cultivating  lands,  hiay  record  and  divert  so 
much  and  no  more  of  any  unrecorded  and  unappropri- 
ated water  of  the  Dominion  from  the  natural  channel 
of  any  stream,  lake  or  river  of  the  Dominion  passing 
through  such  land,  for  agricultural,  mining  or  other 
purposes,  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  for  such  pur- 
poses, upon  obtaining  the  written  authority  of  the 
Local  Agent  of  the  district  to  that  effect,  and  a record 
of  the  same  shall  be  made  with  him,  after  due  notice 
as  herein  mentioned,  specifying  the  name  of  the  ap- 
plicant, the  quantity  sought  to  be  diverted,  the  place 
of  diversion,  the  object  thereof  and  all  other  particu- 
lars as  such  Local  Agent  may  require.  For  every 
such  record  the  Local  Agent  shall  charge  a fee  of  two 
dollars : and  no  such  person  shall  have  any  exclusive 
right  to  the  use  of  such  water,  whether  the  same  flow 
naturally  or  otherwise  through  or  over  his  land,  until 
such  record  shall  have  been  made  and  such  fee  paid. 

29.  One  month  previous  to  such  authority  as  afore- 
said being  given,  the  applicant  shall  post  up  in  a con- 
spicuous place,  on  each  person’s  lands  to  be  affected 
by  the  proposed  diversion  of  any  stream,  lake,  or 
river,  and  on  the  district  court  house,  notices  in  writ- 
ing, stating  his  intention  to  apply  for  authority  to 
take  and  convey  and  divert  such  water  (as  the  case 
may  be)  specifying  all  particulars  relating  thereto,  in- 
cluding direction,  quantity,  purpose,  and  term. 

30.  The  owner  of  any  water  privilege  acquired  un- 
der these  Regulations  by  record  shall  have  no  exclu- 
sive right  to  the  water  privilege  so  recorded  until  he 
shall  have  constructed  a ditch,  flume  or  other  conduit 
for  conveying  the  water  to  the  place  where  it  is  in- 
tended to  be  used ; and  in  case  any  such  conduit  shall 
not  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  the  quantity  of 
water  so  recorded,  then  the  exclusive  right  of  such 
owner  shall  be  limited,  notwithstanding  such  record, 


to  the  quantity  which  mu  li  conduit  may  be  capable  of 
c arrying,  until  such  conduit  shall  be  enlarged  so  an  to 
he  cap  ible  of  carrying  the  quantity  of  water  ho  re 
corded. 

31.  i’liorityof'  right  to  any  water  privilege  shall, 
in  case  of  dispute,  depend  on  priority  of  record. 

32.  I he  right  of  entry  on  and  through  lands  ac- 
quired by  others  under  these  regulations  for  carrying 
water  for  any  lawful  purpose  upon,  over,  or  under 
such  laud,  may  be  claimed  and  taken  by  the  owner  of 
any  such  privilege  acquired  under  these  regulations, 
he  (pievious  to  entry)  paying  or  securing  payment  of 
compensation  as  aforesaid  for  the  waste  or  damage  so 
occasioned  to  the  person  whoso  land  may  be  wasted  or 
d imaged  by  such  entry  or  carrying  of  wati  r. 

33.  In  case  of  dispute,  such  compensation  or  any 
other  question  connected  with  such  water  privilege, 
entry,  or  carrying,  may  be  ascertained  and  assessed  by 
the  Local  Agent  of  the  district,  or  other  p rson  ap- 
pointe  I by  tile  Minister  of  the  interior-  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  a summary  manner. 

34.  Water  privileges  for  mining  or  other  purposes, 
not  otherwise  lawfully  appropriated,  may  l»;r  claimed, 
and  the  said  water  may  be  taken  upon,  under,  or  over 
any  Dominion  lands,  or  lands  the  rigtit  to  which  shall 
be  acquired  under  these  regulations  by  obtaining  a 
grant  or  lie  -ns  • from  the  Local  Agent  of  the  district; 
and,  previous  to  taking  the  same,  paving  teasonable 
compensation  for  wi.stj  or  damage  to  the  person  whose 
bind  may  be  wasted  or  damaged  by  such  water  privi- 
1 ge,  or  carriage  of  water,  and  in  the  event  of  dispute 
as  to  tho  amount  of  compensation,  the  same  may  be 
ascertained  as  in  the  last  preceding  section  is  men- 
tioned. 

35.  hi  either  of  the  cases  referred  to  in  the  last 
two  preceding  sections  th  ; Local  Agent  or  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  for  that  pur- 
pose shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a County  Court 
Judge  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in  award- 
ing costs,  and  the  certificate  of  th  : Agent  or  other 
person  appointed  as  aforesaid,  of  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation ascertained  and  assessed  under  the  lust  two 
preceding  sections  and  of  costs  awarded,  shall  have 
the  effect  of  an  award  and  may  be  made  a rule  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia  and  enforced  ac- 
cordingly. 

38.  Any  owner  of  any  ditch,  flume,  or  other  conduit 
or  water  privilege  acquired  by  record  or  otherwise 
under  these  regulations  who  shall  wilfully  waste  any 
quantity  of  water  by  diverting  any  more  of  it  from  its 
natural  course,  through  any  ditch  or  otherwise,  than 
the  quantity  actually  required  by  him  for  irrigation 
or  any  other  purpose  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  use 
such  water,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  such  offence,  to  be 
recovered  before  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  Stipendiary 
Magistrate,  Local  Agent  or  other  person  appointed  by 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  for  that  purpose,  in  a 
summary  manner,  and  in  default  of  payment  by  dis- 
tress, or  by  imprisonment  for  any  period  not  exceed- 
ing six  months ; and  no  owner  of  any  first  record  to 
any  water  privilege  shall  have  any  right  to  interfere 
with  or  prevent  the  construction  of  any  dams,  break- 
waters, or  other  improvements  made  or  hereafter  to 
be  made  for  the  purpose  of  saving  or  economizing  the 
water  of  any  creek,  lake,  or  water-course  of  any  kind  : 
Provided,  that  the  construction  or  use  of  such  dam  or 
breakwater  does  not  nor  will  divert  such  water  from, 
its  proper  channel,  at  the  point  or  place  where  such, 
owner  takes  the  water  used  by  him  into  his  ditch  or 
channel:  Provided  also,  that  the  construction  and 

use  of  such  dam  or  breakwater  shall  not  injure  the 
source  from  which  such  water  is  taken,  or  the  property 
of  any  party  or  parties,  by  backing  water,  flooding, 
or  otherwise : Provided  also,  that  all  disputes  arising 

upon  any  matter  or  thing  in  this  clause  contained, 
shall  be  decided  in  a summary  manner  liefore  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  Local 
Agent  or  other  person  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  have  full 
power  to  make  such  decision  as  shall  seem  to  him  just 
and  equitable. 

37.  The  proprietors  or  occupiers  of  any  lands  sub- 
ject to  irrigation  may,  with  the  consent  in  writing  of 
the  Local  Agent  or  other  person  appointed  by  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  for  that  purpose,  by  means  of 
flumes,  ditches,  drains,  or  other  conduit,  through  the 
adjacent  Dominion  lands  or  land,  the  right  to  which 
shall  be  acquired  under  these  regulations,  run  their 
surplus  and  waste  water  into  any  creek,  gulch  or 
channel:  Provided  further,  that  when  such  power  is 
exercised  by  either  of  the  above  officers,  any  Com- 
missioners or  other  officers  acting  under  the  drainage, 
dyking,  and  irrigation  Acts  of  British  Columbia  for 
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the  time  being  in  force,  shall  not  he  at  liberty  to  inter-  45.  No  timber  license  shall  he  granted  in  respect  of 
fere  with  the  power  so  exercised.  The  provisions  of  hinds  forming  the  site  of  any  Indian  settlement  or 
this  clause  shall,  except  as  to  the  lands  which  for  the  I reserve,  and  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  refuse  to 
time  being  shall  be  Dominion  lands,  be  subject  to  the  grant  a license  in  respect  of  any  particular  land,  if  in 
provisions  of  the  law  for  the  time  being  in  force  his  opinion  it  is  deemed  expedient  jn  the  public  inter- 
respecting  compensation  for  entry  upon  occupied  lands  est  so  to  do.

(t>)  If  any  timber,  animal  or  thing  in  respect  of 
which  a bond  has  been  given  is  condemned,  the  value 
thereof  shall  he  forthwith  paid  to  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  and  the  bond  cancelled,  otherwise  the  penalty 
shall  he  enforced  and  recovered. 

57.  Every  person  availing  himself  of  any  false 
statement  or  oath,  to  evade  the  payment  of  any  moneys 
payable  under  these  Regulations,  in  respect  of  timber, 
shall  forfeit  the  timber  in  respect  of  which  payment  of 
such  moneys  is  attempted  to  lie  evaded. 

58.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may,  from  time  to 
time,  define  timber  districts  and  may  appoint  a Crown 
Timber  Agent  for  each  district. 

59.  No  logs  cut  under  any  license  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  these  Regulations,  shall  he  sawn  or 
otherwise  manufactured  into  lumber  or  other  material 
until  the  logs  shall  have  been  scaled  and  measured  by 
the  Crown  Timber  Agent  of  the  district,  and  the  sunn 
and  timber  dues  prescribed  by  these  Regulations  duly 
paid  thereon. 

60.  All  logs  shall  he  sealed  and  measured  hy  the 
Crown  Timber  Agent  or  person  appointed  by  the  Min- 
ister of  the  Interior  for  that  purpose  in  the  district  in 
which  such  logs  have  been  cut. 

61.  On  the  sealement  and  measurement  of  saw  log- 
the  person  making  the  same  shall  make  out  a bill  sta- 
ting therein  the  number  of  logs,  the  number  of  feet 
board  measure  contained  in  such  logs,  and  the  name 
of  the  owner  ; and  the  Crown  Timber  Agent  shall 
enter  in  the  books  of  bis  office  a copy  of  such  bill;  an- 
other copy  of  the  bill  shall  be  made  out  and  delivered 
to  the  owner  or  his  agent,  with  a certificate  thereto 
attached,  that  it  is  a true  and  correct  hill,  which  bill 
so  certified,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
amount  of  timber  dues  to  he  paid  in  respect  of  such 
logs,  he  presumptive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  con- 
tained and  of  the  correctness  of  such  sealement  or 
measurement. 

62.  The  scale  and  rule  by  which  the  quantity  of 
logs  shall  he  determined  is  the  rule  laid  down  and 
prescribed  in  Scribner’s  Lumber  and  Log  Book,  as 
copy  righted  in  1882,  hy  George  W.  Fisher,  of  Roches- 
ter, New  York. 

63.  There  shall  he  payable  and  paid  hy  the  licensee 
to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  to  and  for  the  use  of 
Her  Majesty,  the  sum  of  seventy  five  cents,  for  each 
and  every  one  thousand  feet  of  hoard  measure  con- 
tained in  such  logs,  and  until  the  same  shall  he  paid 
the  logs  shall  not  he  removed  from  the  land  where 
they  were  cut,  and  a lien  for  such  timber  dues  shall 
attach  to  the  logs  until  the  dues  are  paid,  and  as  soon 
as  the  logs  are  sealed  and  measured  and  until  payment 
of  the  dues,  the  Crown  Timber  Agent  may  take  and 
hold  possession  of  the  logs. 

64.  In  scaling  or  measuring  logs  sueli  allowance  for 
hollow  or  crooked,  or  otherwise  defective  logs  shall  he 
made  as  would  make  them  equal  to  good,  sound, 
straight,  and  merchantable  logs. 

65.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  cancel  any 
timber  license  granted  under  the  provisions  of  these 
Regulations  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  licensee  shall  not, 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  his  license,  continuously 
proceed  to  cut  and  manufacture  the  timber  within  the 
limits  of  his  license.

66.  No  sale  or  grant  of  any  Dominion  lands  shall 
give  or  convey  any  right  or  title  to  any  slide,  dam, 
pier,  or  boom,  or  other  work  previously  constructed 
on. such  land,  or  on  any  stream  passing  through  or 
along  it,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  descent  of 
timber  or  saw  logs,  unless  it  lie  expressly  mentioned 
in  the  letters  patent  or  other  documents  establishing 
such  sale  or  grant,  that  such  slide,  dam,  pier,  or  boom, 
or  other  work,  is  intended  to  he  thereby  sold  or 
granted : 

(2.)  The  free  use  of  slides,  dams,  piers,  booms  or 


other  works  on  streams,  to  facilitate  the  descent  ol 
lumber  and  saw  logs,  and  the  right  of  access  thereto 
for  th  purpose  of  using  the  same  and  keeping  tlicm  in 
repair,  shall  not  in  any  way  he  interrupted  or  ob- 
struct <1  hy,  or  in  virtue  of,  any  sale  or  grant  of  Do- 
minion lands  made  subsequent  to  the  construction  of 
such  works. 

07.  The  free  use,  for  the  1 1 oa  ting  of  saw  logs  or 
oth  r timber,  ol  all  streams  and  lakes  that  may  Is; 
necessary  for  tli  ■ descent  thereof  from  Dominion  lands, 
and  the  l ight  of  access  to  such  streams  and  lakes,  and 
of  passing  and  re-passing  on  or  along  the  land  on 
either  side,  and  wherever  necessary  for  such  use 
thereof,  and  over  all  existing  or  necessary  portage 
roads  past  any  rapids  or  falls,  or  connecting  such 
streams  or  lakes,  and  over  such  roads,  as  owing  to 
natural  obstacles,  may  he  necessary  for  taking  out 
timber  from  Dominion  lands,  and  the  right  of  con- 
structing slides  where  necessary,  shall  continue  unin- 
terrupted, and  shall  not  lie  affected,  or  obstructed  hy, 
or  in  virtue  of  any  sale  or  grant  of  such  lands. 

Patent e. 

63.  A Deputy  Governor  may  he  appointed  by  the 
Governor  General,  who  shall  have  the  power,  in  tins 
absence  of  or  under  the  instructions  of  the  Governor 
General,  to  sign  letters  patent  of  Dominion  lands  ; and 
the  signature  of  such  I leputy  Governor  to  such  patents, 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  virtue  as  if  such  patents, 
were  signed  by  the  Governor  General: 

(2.1  Every  patent  for  land  shall  be  prepared  in  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  and  shall  ho  signed  hy 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  or  his  Deputy,  or  by  some 
oth  r person  thereunto  specially  authorized  by  or  ter 
of  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  and  when  so 
signed  shall  he  registered  by  an  officer  specially  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpos  ■ hy  the  Registrar  General,  and 
then  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada, 
hy  whom  or  by  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  the  same 
shall  he  countersigned,  and  the  great  seal  of  Canada 
thereto  caused  to  be  affixed : Provided,  that  every 
patent  for  land  shall  he  signed  by  the  Governor  or 
Deputy  Governor,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

69.  Whenever,  through  error  in  survey  or  in  the 
books  or  plans  of  a Dominion  lands  office,  any  grant 
of  land  is  found  to  he  deficient,  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  may  order  a free  grant  equal  in  value,  at  the 
time  such  land  was  granted  or  sold,  to  the  ascertained 
deficiency ; or  he  may  order  the  purchase  money  of  so 
much  land  as  is  deficient,  with  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  from  the  time  of 
the  purchase  thereof,  to  he  paid  hack  to  the  purchaser; 
hut  no  claim  respecting  any  such  deficiency  shall  he 
entertained  unless  it  he  made  within  five  years  from 
the  date  of  the  patent,  nor  unless  the  deficiency  is 
equal  to  one-tentli  of  the  whole  quantity  described  in 
tlie  patent  as  being  contained  in  the  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  granted. 

70.  Whenever  a patent  lias  been  issued  to,  or  in  the 
name  of  a wrong  party,  or  contains  any  clerical  error, 
misnomer  or  wrong  or  defective  description  of  the 
land  thereby  intended  to  bo  granted,  or  there  is  in 
such  patent  an  omission  of  the  conditions  of  the  grant, 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  (there  being  no  ad- 
verse claim)  direct  the  defective  patent  to  he  cancel- 
led and  a correct  one  to  he  issued  in  its  stead — which 
corrected  patent  shall  relate  back  to  the  date  of  the 
one  so  cancelled  and  have  the  same  effect  as  if  issued 
at  the  date  of  such  cancelled  patent. 

71.  In  all  cases  in  which,  through  error,  grants  or 
letters  patent  have  issued  for  the  same  land,  inconsis- 
tent with  each  other,  and  in  all  cases  of  sales  or  appro- 
priations of  tlie  same  land  inconsistent  with  each 
other,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  order  a new 
grunt  to  the  person  thereby  deprived,  of  land  of  value 
equal  to  that  of  the  original  grant,  at  the  time  the 
lame  was  granted,  or  may,  in  ease  of  sale  cause  re- 
payment to  he  made  of  the  purchase  money  with  in- 
terest, or  when  the  land  has  passed  from  the  original 
purchaser,  or  has  been  improved  before  the  discovery 
of  the  error,  or  when  the  original  grant  was  a free 
grant,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  assign  land,  or 
grant  such  amount  of  scrip  for  the  purchase  of  Do- 
minion lands  as  to  him  may  seem  just  and  e mtaliie 
under  the  circumstances;  but  no  claim  under  this 
clause  shall  he  entertained  unless  it  is  preferred  with- 
in one  year  after  the  discovery  of  the  error. 

72.  In  all  cases  wherein  patents,  leases  or  other 
instruments  respecting  lands  have  issued  through 
fraud,  or  in  error  or  improvidence,  any  court  having 
competent  jurisdiction  in  cases  respecting  real  property 
in  the  Province  or  place  where  such  lands  are  situate, 
may,  upon  action,  hill  or  plaint  respecting  such  lands 
and  upon  hearing  of  the  parties  interested,  or  upon 
default  of  the  said  parties,  after  such  notice  of  pro- 
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ceeding  as  the  said  court  shall  order,  decree  such 
patent,  lease  cr  other  instrument  to  be  void  ; and  upon 
ihu  registry  of  such  decree  in  the  office  of  the 
Registrar-General  of  Canada,  such  patent,  lease  or 
o her  instrument  shall  be  void. 

73.  \V  hen  any  settler,  purchaser,  or  other  person 
refuses  or  neglects  to  deliver  up  possession  -of  any  land 
after  forfeiture  of  the  same  under  the  provisions  of 
these  regulations,  or  whenever  any  person  is  wrong- 
fully in  possession  of  Dominion  land,  or  refuses  to 
vacate  or  al  andon  possession  of  the  same,  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  may  a|  ply  to  a Judge  of  any  Court 
having  competent  jurisdiction  in  casts  respecting  real 
property  in  the  Province  or  place  in  which  the  land 
is  situate,  tor  an  order  in  the  form  of  a writ  of  eject- 
ment or  of  habere,  facia*  possessionem ; and  the  said 
Judge,  upon  proof  to  his  satisfaction  that  such  land 
was  so  forfeited,  and  should  properly  revert,  to  the 
Crown,  or  is  wi ongfully  in  possession  of  such  person, 
shall  grant  an  order  upon  the  settler  or  person  or  per- 
sons m possession,  to  deliver  up  the  same  to  the 
'Minister  of  the  Interior  or  to  the  person  by  him 
authorized  to  receive  such  possession;  and  such  order 
shall  have  the  same  force  as  a writ  of  habere  facia s 
vossessiotaru,  and  the  sheriff  shall  ixecute  the  same 
as  1 e would  execute  the  said  writ  in  an  action  of 
ejectment  or  a petitory  action. 

Assiynme.nts. 

74.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  to  be 
sept  in  his  Department  books  for  registering,  at  the 
option  of  the  parties  interested,  assignments  of  any 
right  to  Dominion  lands  which  is  assignable  under 
these  regulations,  upon  proof  to  his  satisfaction  that 
such  assignment  is  in  conformity  with  these  regula- 
tions ; and  every  assignment  so  registered  shall  be 
valid  against  any  other  assignment  unregistered  or 
subsecpiently  registered ; but  any  assignment  to  be 
registered  must  be  unconditional,  and  all  conditions 
on  which  the  right  depends  must  have  been  performed 
or  dispensed  with  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  be- 
fore the  assignment  is  registered. 

75.  On  any  application  for  a patent  by  the  legal 
representative  of  a person  who  died  entitled,  or  who 
had  made  entry  and  but  for  such  death  might  have 
become  entitled  to  such  patent,  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  may  receive  proof  of  the  facts  in  such  man- 
ner as  he  may  see  fit  to  require,  and  upon  being  satis- 
fied that  the  claim  has  been  justly  established,  may 
allow  the  same  and  cause  a patent  to  be  issued  accord- 
ingly. 

Township  Plans  and  Patent  Lists. 

76.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall  transmit  to 
the  Registrar-General  of  British  Columbia  or  his 
proper  deputy  or  deputies,  as  early  as  possible  in  each 
year,  a certified  copy  of  the  map  of  each  township  in 
such  county,  district  or  division,  surveyed  in  the  year 
next  preceding,  together  with  a certified  list  of  the 
lands  in  such  county,  district  or  division,  patented 
during  such  year. 

General  Provisions. 

77.  The  following  powers  are  hereby  delegated  to 
tl  e Governor  in  Council,  to  be  exercised,  from  time  to 
time,  by  Special  Orders  in  Council,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior: — 

(a)  To  withdraw  from  the  operation  of  these  regu- 
lations, subject  to  existing  rights  as  defined  or  created 
under  the  same,  such  lands  as  have  been  or  may  be 
reserved  for  Indians: 

(b)  To  encourage  works  undertaken,  with  a view  ot 
draining  and  reclaiming  swamp  lands,  by  granting  to 
the  promoters  of  such  works,  remuneration  in  the  way 
of  grants  of  the  lands  so  reclaimed  or  of  such  por- 
tions thereof,  or  any  other  land,  as  may  be  deemed 
fair  and  reasonable: 

(<■)  To  make  such  orders  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary from  time  to  time  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
these  regulations,  according  to  their  true  intent , or  to 
meet  any  cases  which  may  arise  and  for  which  no 
provision  is  mado  in  these  regulations;  and  further  to 
make  and  declare  any  regulations  which  may  be  con- 
sidered necessary  to  give  the  provisions  in  this  clause 
contained  full  effect ; and  from  time  to  time  alter  or 
revoke  any  order  or  orders  or  any  regulations  made  in 
respect  of  the  said  provisions,  and  make  others  in 
their  stead : 

2.  Every  order  or  regulation  made  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  clause, 
or  of  any  other  clause  of  these  regulations  shall,  un- 
less otherwise  specially  provided  in  these  regulations 
have  force  and  effect  only  after  the  same  has  been 
published  for  four  successive  weeks  in  the  Canada 
Gazette  and  British  Columbia  Gazette;  and  all  such 
orders  or  regulations  shall  be  laid  before  both  Houses 


of  Parliament  within  the  first  fifteen  days  of  the 
Session  next  after  the  date  heieof. 

78.  All  affidavits,  oaths,  solemn  declarations  o 
affirmations  required  to  be  taken  or  made  under  these 
regulations,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  may 
be  taken  before  a Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
British  Columbia,  or  the  Judge  or  Registrar  of  any 
County  Court,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  any 
Commissioner  for  taking  affidavits,  or  Notary  Public, 
or  any  Dominion  Lands  Agent  or  officer,  or  any  person 
specially  authorized  to  take  such  affidavits  by  these 
regulations  or  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

79.  The  Dominion  Lands  Board,  the  Commissioner 
of  Dominion  Lands,  the  Inspector  of  Dominion  Lands 
Agencies,  and  any  Local  Agent,  and  any  person 
specially  authorized  to  that  effect  by  the  Governor  in 
Council,  shall  have  power  to  summon  before  them  or 
him  any  person  by  subpoena  issued  by  them  or  him,  to 
examine  such  person  under  oath  and  to  compel  the 
production  of  papers  and  writings  before  them  or  him, 
and  such  subpoena  may  be  in  the  Form  N in  the 
Schedule  to  these  regulations,  and — if  any  person  duly 
summoned  neglects  or  refuses  to  appear  at  the  time 
and  place  specified  in  the  subpoena  upon  him  legally 
served,  or  refuses  to  give  evidence  or  to  produce  the 
papers  or  writings  demanded  of  him — may,  by  war- 
rant under  their  or  his  hands  or  hand,  cause  such  per 
son  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  to  be  taken  into  custody 
and  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  nearest  common  gaol,  as 
for  contempt  of  court,  for  a period  not  exceeding  four- 
teen days. 

10.  In  any  case  where  an  affidavit  or  oath  is  re- 
quired by  these  regulations,  a solemn  affirmation  may 
be  administered  to,  and  made,  instead  of  an  oath,  by 
any  person  who  is  by  law  permitted  in  civil  cases  to 
make  a solemn  affirmation  instead  of  taking  an  oath. 

81.  Every  receipt  or  certificate  of  entry  or  sale 
issued  by  an  agent  of  Dominion  lands  shall,  unless 
such  entry  or  sale  shall  have  been  revoked  or  can- 
celled by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  entitle  the 
person  to  whom  the  same  was  granted  to  maintain 
suits  at  law  or  in  equity  against  any  wrong-doer  or 
tresj  asser  on  the  lands  to  which  such  receipt  or  cer- 
tificate l elates,  as  effectually  as  he  could  do  under  a 
patent  of  such  land  from  the  Crown. 

Surveys  and  Surveyors. 

IIV/o  shall  he  competent  to  surrey  Dominion  lands. 

82.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion, from  time  to  time  appoint  such  fit  and  properly 
qualified  persons  to  act  as  Dominion  Land  Surveyors 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  as  to  him  may 
seem  expedient  or  necessary;  whenever  it  may  be 
deemed  expedient,  the  Governor  in  Council  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  declare  that  sections  eighty-seven  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty-four  inclusive  of  the  Domin- 
ion Lands  Act.  18S3,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  extend- 
ed and  take  effect  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia, on  a day  to  be  appointed  in  and  by  such  order, 
and  from  and  after  the  day  so  appointed,  the  said  sec- 
tions eighty-seven  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-four 
inclusive  or  any  of  them  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  they  had  been  embodied  in  and  formed 
part  of  these  Regulations. 

Tariff  of  Fee*. 

83.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  establish  a tariff 
of  fees  to  be  charged  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
for  all  copies  of  maps,  township  plans,  field  notes  and 
other  records,  and  also  for  registering  assignments ; and 
all  fees  received  under  such  tariff  shall  form  part  of 
revenue  from  Dominion  lands.
